WILLARD, Ohio (A P )— Squads of 
Ohio National guardsm en and police 
officers 
moved 
into 
storm -battered 
parts of W illard at daw n to resum e the 
search for bodies in w reckage left by a 
tornado Thursday night. 
The tornado was one of dozens that 
raked Ohio and neighboring states, 
killing at least four persons and in­ 
juring about 1(K) others. 
Officers connected with the Willard 
search adm itted privately they expect 
the toll to rise. 
Sheriffs’ deputies said m any persons 
in the north-central Ohio com m unity

Three persons w ere killed in Willard 
and a w om an died n e a r Republic, Ohio 
when a tornado swept her c a r off a 
road. 
Richard A. Falk, adm in istrator of 
the Willard Area Hospital, reported 
receiving “ about 65’’ persons with 
storm injuries. Twenty-three persons 
w ere adm itted there and one woman

Fourteen persons injured in a tor­ 
nado at Bellville w ere taken to a 
M an sfield h o sp ita l for tr e a tm e n t.

the court ordered S ecretary of State 
Ted Brown to accept tin* former- two 
term governor’s nominating petitions. 
Brown re fu se d th e p e titio n s in 
February, setting the stage for the 
court test 
of a 
1954 constitutional 
am endm ent limiting governors to “ two 
successive 
term s 
of 
four 
y ears.” 
Rhodes, who served from 1963 to 1971, 
claim ed he was eligible to run again 
after sitting one term out. 
The Suprem e Court said in part that

may serve “ a s many te rm s as he may 
achieve,” as long as no m ore than two 
are successive.

Suddenly the F rench have a vision of 
Nixon and Brezhnev sitting at a table 
and dividing up the world. This would, 
of course, be done in the spirit of 
keeping the children off the streets, 
that is, neither Nixon nor Brezhnev 
would waste any time worrying about 
their clients or allies.

NEW VORK (AP) — A question 
mark hangs today over the future of the 
old. once thriving and powerful 
religious orders of Roman Catholicism 
Most are shrinking. A noted American 
church scholar says bluntly they're 
“already dead ” 
This is the jolting thesis of Brother 
Gabriel Moran, a pungently articulate 
intellectual and leader in one of the 
Church's most venerable teaching or­ 
ders. the Christian Brothers. He has 
been pressing the point for the last 
three years. 
“We've got to face it while we still 
have enough concerned people left in 
the movement ^crystallize new . living 
forms of community.” he says. “There 
is still something that could be done, 
but it won't be true for long.” 
While other Church authorities cite 
various ailments of the religious or­ 
ders. few agree with the idea that 
they’re totally defunct, and many 
dismiss Brother Moran’s view as mere 
needling of complacency. 
“He makes overemphatic, blatant 
assertions to wake people up and make 
them think,” commented his superior 
in Rome, Brother Aloysius Carmody, 
secretary-general of the 300-year-oid 
Christian Brothers. 
Nevertheless, statistically there has 
been a steady shrinkage in most 
religious orders both for men and 
women for the past seven years, 
despite numerous changes in their 
structures, rules and activities. 
In that period in the United States, 
the number of priests in religious or 
dors has fallen from 23.021 to 20,694

the number of brother* had dropped 
from 12,539 to 9,740 and the number of 
nuns from 181.421 to 146,914 
Studies have projected continued 
decline*. A product of the late Middle 
Ages, orders such as the Franciscans. 
Dominicans and Jesuits long have been 
the wellspring of the Church* aca 
demic and social creativity. But their 
cohesive mystique has waned in 
modern times 
“ They’re slowly disintegrating,’* 
Brother Moran said in discussing the

City has public nuisance' guidelines

“ You are hereby advised that you 
are in violation of Section 1329.02 of the 
Codified Ordinances of the City of 
W ashington,' 
re a d s the opening 
paragraph of a new notification form 
for the abatement of public nuisances. 
Legislation 
establishing 
the 
procedure to be followed in the removal 
of 
public 
nuisances 
recently 
was 
adopted by City Council as part of the 
Codified Ordinances. 
The procedure, by necessity, is a 
slow one to protect the rights of the 
owners of buildings designated as 
hazardous. The legislation provides for 
inspections, 
hearings, 
appeals, 
demolition and finances. 
"You can not correct a bad situation 
that has existed for 50 years over­ 
n ight,” 
said City 
M anager Dan 
Wolford. He also pointed out 
that 
demolition of broken down buildings 
could mean a long term financial in­ 
vestment of city funds, lf the owner 


refuses to pay the cost of removing a 
building, the city mast provide the 
money and collect it over a period of 
y ea rs 
through 
property 
tax 
assessments. 


WHEN CITY officials received a 
complaint and have probable cause to 
believe that a building is in such an 
advanced stage of disrepair as to en 
danger the health, safety and welfare 
of the residents, an inspection of the 
property is made by the building in 
specter When the building is occupied, 
the inspector must first obtain a search 
warrant to make the evaluation. 
If the inspector declares the building 
to be a public nuisance, the owner 
receives the written notice by certified 
mail and is given 00 days to comply 
with the inspector's orders The orders 
may be’ any of the following; 
I. Elimination of the advanced state 
of disrepair by reason of defective or 
inadequate plumbing and-or sanitary 
facilities. 


2 Elimination of faulty or defective 
wiring 
3. Removal of debris, filth, rubbish 
or garbage 
4.

A PROPERTY can be declared a 
public 
nuisance 
because 
it

detrimental to the general health of the 
community, a fire hazard, or because it 
is unsafe for occupancy, or ase on, in. 
upon, about or around the premises 
A building can also be declared a 
public nuisance because of continued 


vacancy 
resulting 
in 
a 
lack 
of 
reasonable or adequate maintenance of 
structures and grounds, and causing 
deterioration and a blighting influence 
on nearby 
properties and thereby 
depreciating the enjoyment and use of 
tho property in the immediate vicinity 
to such an extent that it is harmful to 
the community in which the structure 
is situated. 
The property owner may, within 60 
days of receiving the notice, appeal the 
inspector's finding to City Council. The 
owner has the right to appear before 
C ouncil and to present evidence that 
the building or other structure is not in 
such an advanced state of disrepair for 
any reasons set forth as to endanger 
the health, safety and welfare of the 
public and therefore is NOT a public 
nuisance.

An army communique said the 
border post at Arida came under “ an 
Intensive attack by rockets and mor 
tars’’ before dawn, and the Lebanese 
troops returned the fire The army said 
the guerrillas withdrew into Syria, and 
there were no Lebanese casualties 
An army spokesman said the general 
withdrawal of the guerrillas who in­ 
vaded from Syria during the fighting 
Tuesday between the army and the 
guerrillas based in lebanon began 
Thursday from the Bekka Valley. The 
valley was the scene of heavy fighting 
Wednesday and Thursday. 
Only one incident was reported in 
Beirut. A taxicab ran over a mine near 
Aran University, killing two persons 
and wounding three others. Police 
sources said the guerrillas planted the 
mines during the fighting Tuesday. 
As part of the peace agreement, joint 
army and guerrilla patrols fanned out 
over the country to help enforce the lat­ 
est cease-fire agreed on Wednesday 
night. The 
guerrilla 
and

headquarters in Beirut were linked by 
a “ hot line” telephone for instant con­ 
sultations on any cease-fire violations, 
and a joint four-man high committee 
was also sd up. 
Meanwhile, President Suleiman

Color photography is a wide open 
world for camera fans and the result is 
a world deluged with color prints, 
transparencies and movies 
Taking 
color pictures today, even with inex 
pensive cameras, is an easy automatic 
operation, 
one 
that 
fulfills George 
Eastman s slogan, 
“ You press the 
button — we do the rest.” 


Occasionally, we ought to stop to 
study this color phenomenon to ap­ 
preciate its magic and its value. Its 
present stature has been attained in a 
comparatively short time for there’s 
little more than IOO years between the 
first color theory demonstrations and 
today’s 
sophisticated 
achievements. 


We ought to pause, too, to improve 
the quality of our color pictures instead 
of the quantity. And, since color dyes 
may deteriorate, under certain con­ 
ditions, we should make an effort to 
preserve our favorite pictures from 
premature fading. 


Fortunately, to spare you time in­ 
volved in research, editors of Popular 
Photography did some homework on 
the subject. Result: six articles and 
three color portfolios in the current 
1973 Color Photography” annual ( Ziff- 
Davis Publishers, $1.50). 


ON T H E historical side, Norman 
Rothschild traces the evolution of color 
photography from lab experiments in 
1881 to the revolutionary new Polaroid 
SX-70 camera 
which 
automatically 
produces color prints in m inutes 
without fuss or mess.

beat, 
Jacob 
Deschin 
provides 
a 
checklist 
and 
compact review of currently available 
publications on color from general 
guidebooks for beginners to compre­ 
hensive

workers. A fan can select the specific 
topic — slid making, shooting out­ 
doors . . . or indoors, color processing

Sunlight with its 
ultraviolet radiation is the greatest 
menace, so never hang a color print on 
a sunlit wall. 
Color films and prints should be 
stored or kept in a dry, cool, preferably 
dark place and never in a damp 
basement or hot attic. 
T ran sp aren cies 
and slides 
a re 
vulnerable to high temperature and 
high humidity because the combination 
can cause mold or mildew. They should 
be stored in a moisture - proof box 
containing silica gel, a chemical that 
absorbs moisture. 
Other 
p ro tective 
m easures 
to 
preserve color films are mounting in 
clean glass m ounts, inserting in 
transparent sleeves or 
applying 
a 
lacquer coating. Make sure also that 
color materials aren’t exposed to in­ 
secticide sprays, moth flakes or hypo 
cyrstals. 


CO LO R P R IN T S are best preserved 
in albums. Those with transparent 
sleeve pages add extra protection to 
print surfaces.

Israel’s Declaration of Independence 
is featured on the special stamp issued 
by that country to herald its 25th an­ 
niversary. 
Highlighted on the new adhesive are 
the signatures of those who penned 
their names to this historic document. 
Although one would need a large 
magnifying glass to see the names on 
the stamp, a stellar array of Israel’s 
founders can be noted — including 
David Ben-Gurion, Golda 
Meyerson 
(now M eier), David Remez and Moshe 
Shertok. 
Also 
issued 
simultaneously 
is 
a 
sourvenir sheet which contains the new 
stamp but also adds the complete 
Declaration. The tab sheet is inscribed 
“ Israel — 25 Years of Independence,” 
reports the Israel Philatelic Agency in 
America. 
In contrast to the celebration theme 
is 
a 
haunting 
com m em orative 
dedicated to the “ Hitler Holocaust.” 
The design depicts a stylized skeletal 
hand reaching out to the people of the 
world. 
Fully titled “ The Holocaust and the 
Revolt of European Je w ry ,” the stamp 
represents the brutal and inhuman 
treatment by the Hitler regime which 
wiped out six million Jew s from 1933 to 
1945. 


A N O T H ER M A JO R error of a recent 
U. S. stamp has been uncovered by 
New 
York 
auctioneer 
Jacques 
C. 
Schiff Jr. 
The stamp is the 1909 U. S. Christmas 
issue which has been found to exist 
v e rtic a lly 
and 
horizontally 
im ­ 
perforate. A full pane of 50 stamps, 
including 30 without the horizontal or 
vertical perforations, is in Schiff’s 
hands. 
This represents the fourth discovery 
of a completely imperforate sheet 
stamp since 1908 and the seventh in the 
past 35 years. The rarity of such errors 
is evident when one realizes that the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing has 
produced 875 billion stamps in that 35 
years. 
The error pane was purchased in 1969 
by a resident of small town in Ten­ 
nessee for mailing his holiday cards. 
Though not a philatelist he recognized 
their possible 
value 
and 
carefully 
placed them in his bank vault He did 
this because he feared 
that if he 
reported his find immediately, the Post 
Office 
Department 
might 
order 
a 
reprinting of the error stamps as was 
done for the Harnarskjold errors of 
1962, thus negating their rarity and 
value.

Wheat 
farmers can expect prices to continue 
relatively strong for another year, ac­ 
cording to the latest production and use 
estimates by the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
The winter wheat crop, which sup­ 
plies the bulk of the bread grain, was 
estimated Thursday at a record 1.282 
billion bushels. That would be 8 per 
cent or % million bushels more than 
harvested in 1972. 
Although the estimate did not include 
new figures on spring wheat produc­ 
tion this year, that type has been 
projected roughly at 454 million 
bushels. 
Thus, the total crop of 1973 wheat is 
shaping up at a record of about 1.736 
billion bushels. That would compare 
with I 545 billion last year and the pre­ 
vious high of 1.618 billion in 1971. 
Although the estimates are still 
subject to major revisions, it appears 
that as of now a crop of around 1.7 
billion bushels would be about equal or 
slightly less than the demand expected 
for wheat next marketing year.

As it looks to USDA experts, wheat 
exports for the year beginning July I 
may run about 950 million bushels, 
second only to the record 1.115 billion 
expected to be shipped in the current 
year.

other 
requirements shape us- the United 
States may not produce enough wheat 
this year to meet total demand. 
That would put new upward pressure 
on the farm price of wheat through 
mid-1974 when another crop will be 
ready for harvest. It also would syphon 
off the dwindling carryover or reserve 
of wheat, expected to be about 441 
million bushels on July I. 
The July I carryover, reduced by 
exports to the Soviet Union and other 
markets, would be the smallest in six 
years. 


Officials point out, however, that the 
first official 
estimates on 
spring- 
planted wheat will not be ready until 
July and that those could indicate a 
larger (or smaller) crop than currently 
projected.

If the diamond finesse at trick two 
loses, you will have to assume that 
South was dealth specifically the K-x or 
K-x-x of clubs (a 26 per cent chance) 
and rely on a finesse to produce five 
club tricks. 
2. Win the heart in your hand, cash 
the K A of spades, ruff a spade, then 
play the A-10 of diamonds. This 
sequence of plays guarantees the 
contract IOO per cent. 
If North wins the diamond, he is 
bound to hand you a trick whatever he 
returns. If South wins the diamond and 
returns a low club, you finesse the nine 
— thus forcing North to yield the game- 
going trick. If South’s return is the jack 
or ten of clubs, you play the queen to 
achieve the same result. 
If South wins the ten of diamonds and 
returns a low diamond, you discard a 
club, while, if he returns a spade, you 
get a ruff and discard.

It is a well-established fact that a 
high level of cholesterol in the blood 
stream is potentially responsible for 
the narrowing of the arteries. Heart 
disease 
and 
strokes 
due 
to 
ar­ 
teriosclerotic changes in the blood 
vessels are related to these high 
cholesterol levels. There are, of course, 
other contributing factors such as 
tobacco. 
Certain foods such as eggs, butter 
and fatty meats (containing saturated 
fats) do increase the cholesterol level 
in the blood, and expose people to a 
greater possibility of vascular disease.

normal 
adults can 
do 
themselves an injustice when their diet 
is excessively high in cholesterol. 
People with heart, lung, liver or

vulnerable to diets that contain large 
amounts of saturated fats. 
There are other conditions in which 
the metabolic balance is easily thrown 
off by unrestricted diets. 
That which is apparent is that some 
people have 
lost 
weight 
on 
this 
unusually tempting diet. It must be 
emphasized that this diet hasbeen used 
for 
many years by doctors who 
carefully select their patients and 
follow them meticulously throughout 
the weight-losing period, checking 
constantly on their cholesterol level 
and the output of significant elements 
(ketone) in the urine 
Herein lies the key to the controversy 
that now involves physicians and laity. 
When the general public becomes 
captivated by such a diet, the element 
of risk is introduced unless this plan is 
carefully supervised by a physician. 
The doctor knows his own patients. 
Their underlying medical status may 
be such that he will often advise 
against such a regime.

Colleges face 
bias charges 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
About 150 
all-male and all-female colleges, in­ 
cluding some of the most prestigious in 
the nation, must explain by early 
summer delays in totally eliminating 
sex discrimination in admissions. 
A government memo and guidelines 
mailed recently to presidents of the 
institutions in 33 states say they have 
up to six years to comply with a new 
anti-discrimination law if accetable 
transition plans are received before 
July I 
* ‘Educational institutions which are 
eligible to submit a plan, but do not, 
will tx* required not to discriminate on 
the basis of sex in admissions as of 
June 24, 1973," the memo said. 
Copies were sent to such schools as 
Notre 
Dame, 
Harvard, 
Yale and 
Vassar. 
Institutions violating the guidelines, 
covered by Title IX of the Education 
Amendments of 1972, risk the loss of all 
federal aid. 
The memo from Peter K. Holmes, 
director of the Office for Civil Hights, 
and John Ottina, commissioner- 
designate 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Office 
of 
Education, asks the schools to identify 
all obstacles that might hinder full 
compliance this fall. 
‘‘Nondiscrimination does not imply 
that your institution must or will accept 
students of either sex in any particular 
number or proportion, but it does mean 
removal of all obstacles, based on sex, 
to admission 
of stu d en ts,”

WASHINGTON (A P) — James W. 
McCord Jr. has testified under oath 
that he never would have participated 
in the Watergate operation without as­ 
surances that Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell had approved it. 
McCord also swore that fellow 
convicted conspirator G. Gordon Liddy 
told him Mitchell received logs of 
wiretapped 
conversations 
while 
President Nixon’s campaign chair­ 
man, after he quit as attorney general. 
McCord said Liddy had told him 
Mitchell urged the wiretappers to get 
started in mid-April 1972, and later 
prodded the bugging crew to make its 
second entry into Democratic head­ 
quarters on June 17, when five of them 
were arrested. 
McCord’s testimony, given April 30 
and May I in connection with the 
Democratic party’s lawsuit against the 
Nixon campaign for $6.4 million in 
damages from the Watergate raid, was 
made public Thursday. 
Although much of what McCord said 
was reported second-hand before, the 
383-page transcript of his testimony is 
his first sworn statement officially 
made public. 
There were other developments in 
the Watergate case Thursday: 
—Ousted presidential Counsel John 
W. Dean III issued a statement saying 
unnamed persons are trying to “ get” 
him and limit his testimony about 
W’hite House involvem ent in the 
wiretapping 
of 
Dem ocratic 
headquarters and the subsequent 
coverup. 
—Elliot L. Richardson testified at 
Senate hearings on his nomination to be 
attorney 
general 
that 
he 
feels 
“ betrayed by the shoddy standard of 
morals of those whose activities have 
recently come to light” in the affair. He 
promised a broad and independent 
investigation. 
In his deposition, McCord said Liddy 
had told him the wiretapping operation 
had been approved by Mitchell, Dean 
and former campaign deputy Jeb S. 
Magruder. 
Liddy himself has refused to testify 
before the Watergate grand jury, and 
has received an additional prison term 
for that refusal.

Ohio House eyes cities aid, lottery plan

COLUM BUS, 
Ohio (A P )— 
House 
hearings begin next week on a Senate- 
passed bill that would allow Ohio cities 
to utilize private capital to clear away 
slum neighborhoods. 
Rep. Tom Fries, 
I) 35 Dayton, 
chairman of the Local Government and 
Urban Affairs Committee, said his 
panel will consider the measure at a 
meeting which gets under way at 8 p.m. 
Tuesday. 
Fries will be the House sponsor of the 
proposal 
which has wide 
backing, 
including the support of the Ohio 
Municipal League. It passed the Senate 
April 16 by a vote of 27-5. 
The bill had little opposition in the 
Senate although its main sponsor, Sen. 
Tony P. Hall D-6 Dayton, had been 
concerned about one fearure that 
authorizes designated private corpo­ 
rations to use the power of eminent 
domain to claim blighted areas of cities 
for redevelopment. 
Fries said he knows of no organized 
opposition to the bill, but does not 
expect it to escape controversy. “ It’s 
always a different ball game over 
here,” he said. 
The House okayed a bill to establish a 
state lottery commission before the 
lawmakers adjouned Thursday for the 


weekend. But the bill was stripped of 
an emergency clause that would give it 
immediate effect, and it apparently 
now must go to a joint conference 
committee. 
Sen. 
Ronald Mottl, D-24 Parma, 
sponsor of the Senate-passed measure, 
noted that 
under its 
provisions, 
Tuesday is the deadline for naming the 
commission to draw plans for a lottery 
authorized by voters in the May 8 
election. 
The emergency clause was deleted 
after complaints by Minority Leader 
Charles F. Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, 
and others that there wasn’t all that 
much of a hurry. 
Fries, who handled the bill on the 
House floor, maintained that passage 
of the lottery amendment by a vote of 
almost 2 1 was “ a mandate” for the 
legislature to enact a lottery. 
“ The people of Ohio have shown that 
they want a lottery,” he told the House. 
Kurfess said he was “ not so sure, 
since less than 20 per cent of the 
eligible voters cast ballots on the 
question.” 
Majority Democrats, at the request 
of Fries, voted down two Republican 
amendments, including one by Rep. 
Robert E. Levitt, R-70 Canton, which 
would have extended the date for 
naming the commission to seven days 


after the effective date of the bill. Bills 
go into effect 90 days after signing by 
the governor, unless they contain an 
emergency clause. 
Rep. Alan E. Norris, R-27 Wester­ 
ville, 
offered 
another 
unsuccessful 
amendment which would have changed 
the number of commission members 
from nine to eight and prohibited more 
than four members from each political 
party. He said his amendment would 
assure that the commission is “ non­ 
partisan.’’ 


The bill provides that the governor, 
speaker of the House, and majority 
leader of the Senate each may name 
three members to the commission with 
no more than two from the same party 
in each instance. In calling for the 
defeat of the Norris amendment, Fries 
conceded the commission “ will be 
political, just like every other state 
board or agency. That’s just reality.”

than 
Ju ly 
I 
with 
recom­ 
mendations as to how the lottery would 
work Its general instructions call fora 
lottery which would have “ broad ap­ 
peal and frequent drawings.” 


Some House members said they 
oppose the concept of a lottery and will 
continue to oppose it despite Tuesday’s 


vote, that took away the constitutional 
prohibition. 
Rep. Norman A. 
Murdock, 
R-21 
Cincinnati, deplored “ the state en­ 
tering into gambling” and said he feels 
it would be “ a wrong, poor public 
policy.” 
Before it adjourned until next 
Tuesday, the Senate voted 33-0 to 
change state nursing and rest home 
payments from a “ reasonable cost” 
basis to a system of flat rate payments. 
Sponsors said the bill would increase 
costs about $8 million a year, but half of 
the amount would be paid by the 
federal government.

Pentagon Papers tangle worsens 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The Pen­ 
tagon papers trial moves into new legal 
entanglements 
today 
following 
disclosures that Daniel Ellsberg was 
overheard by federal wiretappers 
whose records have vanished. 
The FBI revealed the government 
researcher was heard on a wiretap up 
to two years before he released the 
Pentagon papers to the news media. 
U.S. 
District Court Judge 
Matt 
Byrne, demanding that the govern­ 
ment answer to him today about the 
disappearance of 1969 and i970 wiretap 
logs, also has told attorneys for both

The team of defense attorneys urged 
questioning of former Atty. Gen. John 
N. Mitchell and perhaps President 
Nixon about the secret w iretaps at the 
home of Ellsberg’s friend Morton

With legal grounds apparently 
mounting for possible dismissal of the 
case against Ellsberg and Anthony J. 
Russo, Byrne has the choice of deciding 
for or against dismissal after today’s 
arguments or of waiting for more 
evidence from the government. 
Ellsberg and Russo are accused of 
espionage, conspiracy and theft for 
copying the Pentagon papers, a top 
secret study of U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam, in 1969. 
Byrne's two-week probe of possible 
government violations in connection 
with the trial spread to two fronts as a 
result of Thursday’s 
wiretap dis­ 


closures. He was probing not only 
Watergate and White House links to a 
burglary of the office of Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist, but also sought to bring 
out missing records of the apparently 
suppressed wiretap evidence. 


While the wiretap dispute deflected 
attention from the central Watergate- 
White House involvements, the judge 
kept an eye on that probe. He released 
to the defense team a document in­ 
volving former presidential counsel 
Charles W. Colson.

George Ball) a “ Gaullist” initiative. 
To put it differently, Kissinger’s

French 
commentators, 
while enjoying President de Gaulle’s 
capers, never took Gaullism seriously.

President Nixon moved quickly to fill

With heroin 
becoming scarce, the price has jumped 
to the point where addicts, unable to 
satisfy their craving, have had to 
accept rehabilitation treatment as a 
m atter of protection. 
THE GENERAL crim e statistics 
have fallen with the level of drug ad ­ 
diction. In Washington itself, crime 
was down by 27 per cent in 1972. The 
drop has not come from fight ing crime 
directly.

N EW YO RK (AP) — A question 
mark hangs today over the future of the 
old, once thriving 
and powerful 
religious orders of Roman Catholicism. 
Most are shrinking. A noted American 
church scholar says bluntly they’re 
“ already dead.” 
This is the jolting thesis of Brother 
Gabriel Moran, a pungently articulate 
intellectual and leader in one of the 
Church's most venerable teaching or­ 
ders, the Christian Brothers. He has 
been pressing the point for the last 
three years. 
“ We’ve got to face it while we still 
have enough concerned people left in 
the movement to crystallize new, living 
forms of community,” he says. “ There 
is still something that could be done, 
but it won’t be true for long.” 
While other Church authorities cite 
various ailments of the religious or­ 
ders, few agree with the idea that 
they’re totally 
defunct, and many 
dismiss Brother Moran's view as mere 
needling of complacency. 
“ He makes overemphatic, blatant 
assertions to wake people up and make 
them think,” commented his superior 
in Rome, Brother Aloysius Carmody, 
secretary-general of the 300-year-old 
Christian Brothers. 
Nevertheless, statistically there has 
been a 
steady shrinkage 
in most 
religious orders both for men and 
women for the past 
seven years, 
despite numerous changes in their 
structures, rules and activities. 
In that period in the United States, 
the number of priests in religious or­ 
ders has fallen from 23,021 to 20,694;

freedm an, chairman of the depart­ 
ment of psychiatry at the University of 
Chicago and a well-known authority on

In a telephone interview Wednesday, 
Freedman confirmed the 1970 incident 
and said that, while he doubted that the 
threat endangered him. he was uneasy 
about it for a long time. 
“Maybe that’s just the way these 
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people talk,” Dr. Freedman said. “I do 
think the language was excessive. I 
remember thinking at the time that 
Krogh was referring to destruction of 
people in Congress who opposed the 
President rather than to destruction of 
me, but I was very uneasy about the 
thing for several years.

Year-round schools doing well 


V IR G IN IA B EA C H . Va. ( A P ) - 
Nearly all the educators who have 
experimented with year-round public 
school systems said Thursday that 
overcrowding 
prompted 
the 
ex­ 
periments. 
The educators attending the fifth 
annual national seminar on year-round 
schools said it generally is too soon to 
determine if students learn more and if 
so exactly how much more in a year- 
round school system 
Richmond's school system isn't 
overcrowded, however, since it has lost 
thousands of students to private 
schools and to surrounding localities 
since school desegregation became an 
accomplished fact. 
But 
the Richmond educators in­ 
dicated they believe students may be 
able to learn more under the year 
round program, and that is what is 
important in Richmond. 
Jam es R. 
George, 
Richm ond’s 
project administrator, said the school 


system hopes that with additional class 
time and more accessible remedial 
programs, students will improve. 
George said that one out of every six 
children in the Richmond public 
schools is two years or more behind in 
reading by the time he reaches the 
sixth or seventh grades. 
J. Patrick Page, adm inistrative 
assistant of the Valley View school 
system in Romeoville. 111., said the 
project there “ has demonstrated that 
year round school education under the 
valley View 45-15 plan is possible, 
practical 
and 
educationally 
profitable.” 
Under the 45-15 plan, school terms 
are broken into 45-day sessions, 
followed by 15 days of vacation. A 
student who failed or did poor work 
during the 45-day term could use the 15 
days for remedial work and be ready to 
proceed with his classmates when they 
return from vacation. 
Valley View is the only “ compulsory. 


district 
wide 
year-round 
school 
operation in North America,” Page 
said. 
Page said curriculum improvements 
are implemented more rapidly under 
the system, parents become more 
interested and fewer new buildings are 
needed. 


Officials of the La Mesa Spring 
Valley, Calif., school district said they 
have had good results with a year- 
round system where students go to 
school the same number of days they 
always have, but on staggered shifts. 
Under this plan 75 per cent of the 
student population is always in school 
while 25 per cent of 
the student 
population is on vacation. 


The ta Mesa educators said students 
do as well in a 12-month program as in 
a traditional nine-month program. 


The educators also said students and 
parents prefer the year-round concept 
to the old nine-month school year.

The hills may 
be alive with the sound of music, but 
these days it’s primarily due to the 
reverberations of pop music shows that 
have sprouted all over television on 
weekends. 
Tonight, for example, there’s ABC’s 
“ In Concert,’’ followed at one a m. 
Saturday 
by 
N BC ’s 
“ Midnight 
Special.” This in turn is followed 
Saturday and Sunday nights in many 
cities by “ Flipside,” a new syndicated 
half-hour show. 
All three shows began this year, 
“ Flipside” being the most recent en­ 
try. And one more is in the works. 
It’ll be a series of three 90-minute 
rock concerts produced by Tom Owens, 
a 31-year-old pop music 
producer 
whose firm is known as Ego Produc­ 
tions of Los Angeles. 
Owens, who says none of tile shows 
have been given a title yet, said the 
first will be taped in late June and 
feature four major acts. 
He said his sales representatives will 
try to interest any of the three networks 
in buying the shows, but if that fails, 
they’ll sell them to individual stations 
on a syndicated basis. 
All these shows are produced with 
the main idea of making money for 
their creators; performers appear on 
them at relatively low fees because the

All feature Columbia or Epic artists 
and are offered free to local stations in 
return for the TV exposure, or they’re

stores. 
Turning now to loftier thoughts, at 
least for the little ones, “ What’s Skylab 
All About?” is coming up Saturday at 
12:30 pm 
EDT on CBS-TV. 
It’s 
another of the network’s fine news-for- 
children series. 
On Monday, all three networks will 
be out in force for the scheduled 1:30 
p.m. launch of Skylab, America’s first 
space lab. They’ll be back Tuesday to 
televise the I p m. launch of the three 
astronauts who for four weeks will live 
in the space station.

Wyman and John Wile, deputy ad­ 
ministrator of the bureau, said the 
order was only for clarification of 
bureau grievance procedure.

grievance cases should not be given to 
persons outside the bureau. 
Wyman said the order says “ nothing 
about a worker talking about his job. 
“ If an employe does not file a 
grievance, he can go to a senator or the 
news m edia,” he said. “ But if they do 
this and then file a grievance, it taints 
the case.” 


The order was issued April 23. It said 
that “ violation of this policy will 
probably result in disciplinary action.” 
Sen. Aronoff, who chaired a bipar­

City has public nuisance' guidelines

“ You are hereby advised that you 
are in violation of Section 1329.02 of the 
Codified Ordinances of the City of 
W ashington,’’ 
re ad s the opening 
paragraph of a new notification form 
for the abatement of public nuisances. 
Legislation 
establishing 
the 
procedure to be followed in the removal 
of 
public 
nuisances 
recently 
was 
adopted by City Council as part of the 
Codified Ordinances. 
The procedure, by necessity, is a 
slow one to protect the rights of the 
owners of buildings designated as 
hazardous. The legislation provides for 
inspections, 
hearings, 
appeals, 
demolition and finances. 
“You can not correct a bad situation 
that has existed for 50 years over­ 
n ig h t,” said City 
M anager Dan 
Wolford. He also pointed out that 
demolition of broken-down buildings 
could mean a long-term financial in­ 
vestment of city funds. If the owner 


refuses to pay the cost of removing a 
building, the city must provide the 
money and collect it over a period of 
y ears 
through 
property 
tax 
assessments. 


WHEN CITY officials received a 
complaint and have probable cause to 
believe that a building is in such an 
advanced stage of disrepair as to en­ 
danger the health, safety and welfare 
of the residents, an inspection of the 
property is made by the building in­ 
spector. When the building is occupied, 
the inspector must first obtain a search 
warrant to make the evaluation. 
If the inspector declares the building 
to be a public nuisance, the owner 
receives the written notice by certified 
mail and is given 60 days to comply 
with the inspector’s orders. The orders 
may be any of the following: 
I. Elimination of the advanced state 
of disrepair by reason of defective or 
inadequate plumbing and-or sanitary 
facilities. 


2. Elimination of faulty or defective 
wiring 
3. Removal of debris, filth, rubbish 
or garbage. 
4. 
E lim ination 
of 
general 
deterioration in the structure by reason 
of 
age, 
neglect, 
exposure 
to 
the 
elements or vandalism. 
5. Failure of the exterior enclosure 
causing exposure to the elements. 
6. 
Elmination 
of 
general deter­ 
ioration of the structure. 


A PROPERTY can be declared a 
public 
nuisance 
b ecause 
it 
is 
detrimental to the general health of the 
community, a fire hazard, or because it 
is unsafe for occupancy, or use on, in, 
upon, about or around the premises. 
A building can also be declared a 
public nuisance because of continued 


vacancy 
resulting 
in 
a 
lack 
of 
reasonable or adequate maintenance of 
structures and grounds, and causing 
deterioration and a blighting influence 
on nearby properties and thereby 
depreciating the enjoyment and use of 
the property in the immediate vicinity 
to such an extent that it is harmful to 
the community in which the structure 
is situated. 
The property owner may, within 60 
days of receiving the notice, appeal the 
inspector’s finding to City Council. The 
owner has the right to appear before 
Council and to present evidence that 
the building or other structure is not in 
such an advanced state of disrepair for 
any reasons set forth as to endanger 
the health, safety and welfare of the 
public and therefore is NOT a public 
nuisance.

Palestinian guerrillas from Syria 
shelled a border post in northern 
Lebanon today, but elsewhere along 
the frontier thousands of the guerrillas 
were moving back into Syria. 


An army 
communique said 
the 
border post at Anda came under “ an 
intensive attack by rockets and mor­ 
tars” before dawn, and the Lebanese 
troops returned the fire. The army said 
the guerrillas withdrew into Syria, and 
there were no Lebanese casualties. 
An army spokesman said the general 
withdrawal of the guerrillas who in­ 
vaded from Syria during the fighting 
Tuesday between the army and the 
guerrillas based in Lebanon began 
Thursday from the Bekko Valley. The 
valley was the scene of heavy fighting 
Wednesday and Thursday. 
Only one incident was reported in 
Beirut. A taxicab ran over a mine near 
Aran University, killing two persons 
and wounding three others. Police 
sources said the guerrillas planted the 
mines during the fighting Tuesday. 
As part of the peace agreement, joint 
army and guerrilla patrols fanned out 
over the country to help enforce the lat­ 
est cease-fire agreed on Wednesday 
night.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Several 
former prisoners of war, telling 
Congress of torture and blows to their 
morale, have urged 
a 
ban on 
unauthorized trips by Americans to 
nations fighting the United States. 
They said life behind Hanoi’s liars 
was made even more miserable by 
American antiwar visitors to North 
Vietnam. 
“All in all, it created an .untenable 
situation for us,” Navy Cmdr. David 
Hoffman of Philadelphia and San 
Diego, Calif., told the House Internal 
Security Committee Wednesday. 
The North Vietnamese, he said, 
“ were convinced the delegations that 
came in there were representative of 
American public opinion. They were 
taking everything they said at face 
value and it was very widely publicized 
within Vietnam. 
“ After all, if you can have a picture 
of an American sitting in an an­ 
tiaircraft battery with a helmet on as 
though shooting down an aircraft, that 
makes pretty good propaganda. It also 
made it much more difficult for us to 
continue 
to 
fight 
against 
the 
propaganda efforts that were being 
made trying to use us for propaganda 
purposes.” 
Air Force Capt. Larry Corrigan of 
Scottsdale, Ariz., testified: “ I per­ 
sonally know of several men that were 
either forced to go see a delegation or 
there were repercussions afterward .... 
“ These delegations did absolutely 
nothing for the betterment of our camp 
life, it did not improve one bit because 
they came lo Hanoi. In fact, it hurt us 
and hurt us badly.”

WE SAVE YOU TIME 


By IRVING DESFOR 
AP Newsfeatures 
Color photography is a wide open 
world for camera fans and the result is 
a world deluged with color prints, 
transparencies and movies. Taking 
color pictures today, even with inex 
pensive cameras, is an easy automatic 
operation, one that fulfills George 
Eastman s slogan, “ You press the 
button — we do the rest.” 


Occasionally, we ought to stop to 
study this color phenomenon to ap­ 
preciate its magic and its value. Its 
present stature has been attained in a 
comparatively short time for there’s 
little more than IOO years between the 
first color theory demonstrations and 
today’s sophisticated achievements. 


We ought to pause, too, to improve 
the quality of our color pictures instead 
of the quantity. And, since color dyes 
may deteriorate, under certain con­ 
ditions, we should make an effort to 
preserve our favorite pictures from 
premature fading. 


Fortunately, to spare you time in­ 
volved in research, editors of Popular 
Photography did some homework on 
the subject. Result: six articles and 
three color portfolios in the current 
“ 1973 Color Photography” annual (Ziff- 
Davis Publishers, $1.50). 


ON THE historical side, Norman 
Rothschild traces the evolution of color 
photography from lab experiments in 
1881 to the revolutionary new Polaroid 
SX-70 camera which automatically 
produces color prints in minutes 
without fuss or mess. 


On the educational 
beat, Jacob 
Deschin provides a checklist and 
compact review of currently available 
publications on color from general 
guidebooks for beginners to compre­ 
hensive 
manuals 
for 
advanced 
workers. A fan can select the specific 
topic — slid making, shooting out­ 
doors . . . or indoors, color processing 
. . . or printing, etc. — that will im­ 
prove his picture-taking results. 
Harvey V. Fondiller is the author- 
photographer who says, “ The color 
photographs you make will not survive 
unless something is done about 
preserving the images — and soon.” 


THE 
M AJOR 
enemies of color 
permanence are excessive heat, 
moisture and light. Sunlight with its 
ultraviolet radiation is the greatest 
menace, so never hang a color print on 
a sunlit wall. 
Color films and prints should be 
stored or kept in a dry, cool, preferably 
dark place and never in a damp 
basement or hot attic. 
Transparencies and slides are 
vulnerable to high temperature and 
high humidity because the combination 
can cause mold or mildew. They should 
be stored in a moisture - proof box 
containing silica gel, a chemical that 
absorbs moisture. 
Other 
protective 
measures 
to 
preserve color films are mounting in 
clean glass mounts, inserting in 
transparent sleeves or applying a 
lacquer coating. Make sure also that 
color materials aren’t exposed to in­ 
secticide sprays, moth flakes or hypo 
cyrstals. 


COLOR PRIN TS are best preserved 
in albums. Those with transparent 
sleeve pages add extra protection to 
print surfaces. Don’t use ordinary 
rubber cement to mount prints because 
they can cause stains in time. Use 
special inert photo cement 
or a 
moisture-resistant paste. 
If a transparency or print you value 
shows signs of fading, have a duplicate 
made 
immediately 
before 
deterioration goes any further. Once 
started, Fondiller warns, 
the dye 
destruction takes place slowly, silently 
and irrevocably. 
In another article, Fondiller em­ 
phasizes 
an 
old 
rule 
by 
which 
professionals maintain their reputation 
as good photographers: never show 
your 
bad 
pictures. 
“ It Takes Courage To Throw Away 
Color Slides,” he entitles it, but it’s 
necessary and practical. Start with the 
assumption that every frame you click 
off will not be perfect.. . . not even for 
pros. So do what they do: they make 
mulitple shots of any picture they 
shoot, then select only the best one for 
expression, composition or mood. 
Be discriminating, show only the best 
pictures and you’ll be spared the 
embarrassment of apologizing for what 
went wrong.

Israel’s Declaration of Independence 
is featured on the special stamp issued 
by that country to herald its 25th an­ 
niversary. 
Highlighted on the new adhesive are 
the signatures of those who penned 
their names to this historic document. 
Although one would need a large 
magnifying glass to see the names on 
the stamp, a stellar array of Israel’s 
founders can be noted — including 
David Ben-Gurion, Golda Meyerson 
(now Meier), David Remez and Moshe 
Shertok. 
Also issued simultaneously is a 
sourvenir sheet which contains the new 
stamp but also adds the complete 
Declaration. The tab sheet is inscribed 
“ Israel — 25 Years of Independence,” 
reports the Israel Philatelic Agency in 
America. 
In contrast to the celebration theme 
is 
a 
haunting 
commemorative 
dedicated to the “ Hitler Holocaust.” 
The design depicts a stylized skeletal 
hand reaching out to the people of the 
world. 
Fully titled “ The Holocaust and the 
Revolt of European Jew ry,” the stamp 
represents the brutal and inhuman 
treatment by the Hitler regime which 
wiped out six million Jews from 1933 to 
1945. 


ANOTHER M AJOR error of a recent 
U. S. stamp has been uncovered by 
New York auctioneer Jacques 
C. 
Schiff Jr. 
The stamp is the 1969 U. S. Christmas 
issue which has been found to exist 
vertically 
and 
horizontally 
im ­ 
perforate. A full pane of 50 stamps, 
including 30 without the horizontal or 
vertical perforations, is in Schiff’s 
hands. 
This represents the fourth discovery 
of a completely imperforate sheet 
stamp since 1968 and the seventh in the 
past 35 years. The rarity of such errors 
is evident when one realizes that the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing has 
produced 875 billion stamps in that 35 
years. 
The error pane was purchased in 1969 
by a resident of small town in Ten­ 
nessee for mailing his holiday cards. 
Though not a philatelist he recognized 
their possible value and carefully 
placed them in his bank vault. He did 
this because he feared that if he 
reported his find immediately, the Post 
Office Department might order a 
reprinting of the error stamps as was 
done for the Hamarskjold errors of 
1962, thus negating their rarity and 
value.

PO W ER PLANT CHANGES — New precipitators, which 
will be installed on the south side of the Tait Generating 
Station, will be 110 feet high, according to the Dayton Power 
and Light Co. The new conventional design units will be 
built instead of the Mirror Grid system which could not 


meet emission control standards. The cost of this latest 
environmental project will be over $8 million. It will include 
a modification of the station’s topping plant boilers so they 
can burn fuel oil as well as coal. The precipitators are 
expected to be in service in early 1975. 


W ASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- Wheat 
farmers can expect prices to continue 
relatively strong for another year, ac­ 
cording to the latest production and use 
estimates by the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment. 
The winter wheat crop, which sup­ 
plies the bulk of the bread grain, was 
estimated Thursday at a record 1.282 
billion bushels. That would be 8 per 
cent or % million bushels more than 
harvested in 1972. 
Although the estimate did not include 
new figures on spring wheat produc­ 
tion this year, that type has been 
projected roughly at 454 million 
bushels. 
Thus, the total crop of 1973 wheat is 
shaping up at a record of about 1.736 
billion bushels. That would compare 
with 1.545 billion last year and the pre­ 
vious high of 1.618 billion in 1971. 
Although the estimates are still 
subject to major revisions, it appears 
that as of now a crop of around 1.7 
billion bushels would be about equal or 
slightly less than the demand expected 
for wheat next marketing year.

As it looks to USDA experts, wheat 
exports for the year beginning July I 
may run about 950 million bushels, 
second only to the record 1.115 billion 
expected to be shipped in the current 
year. 
If domestic use in 1973-74 is about 
equal to this season, another 800 million 
or more bushels will be required. That 
would put total use in the range of 1.7 
billion to 1.8 billion bushels. 
In other words, if the total crop 
materializes as it looks to USDA now— 
and 
the 
exports 
and 
other 
requirements shape us—the United 
States may not produce enough wheat 
this year to meet total demand. 
That would put new upward pressure 
on the farm price of wheat through 
mid-1974 when another crop will be 
ready for harvest. It also would syphon 
off the dwindling carryover or reserve 
of wheat, expected to be about 441 
million bushels on July I. 
The July I carryover, reduced by 
exports to the Soviet Union and other 
markets, would be the smallest in six 
years. 


Officials point out, however, that the 
first official estimates on spring- 
planted wheat will not be ready until 
July and that those could indicate a 
larger (or smaller) crop than currently 
projected.

I. If you were sure of five club tricks 
you’d also be sure of the contract, but, 
since the odds strongly favor only four, 
you must consider a diamond finesse 


as an eventual source for the twelfth 
trick. 
This train of thought leads to the 
surprising conclusion that, since there 
are two ways to play the clubs and only 
one way to play the diamonds, you 
should try the diamond finesse first — 
as an aid to how to play the clubs. 
Suppose you lead a diamond to the 
jack at trick two and it wins. Once this 
occurs, the contract is foolproof. The 
only remaining problem is to ab­ 
solutely guarantee four club tricks, and 
this can be done very simply by 
returning to your hand in any suit but 
clubs and leading a low' club to dummy. 
This enables you to guard against 
either opponent’s having the K-10-8-7. 
If the diamond finesse at trick two 
loses, you will have to assume that 
South was dealth specifically the K-x or 
K-x-x of clubs (a 26 per cent chance) 
and rely on a finesse to produce five 
club tricks. 
2. Win the heart in your hand, cash 
the K A of spades, ruff a spade, then 
play the A-10 of diamonds. 
This 
sequence of plays guarantees the 
contract IOO per cent. 
If North wins the diamond, he is 
bound to hand you a trick whatever he 
returns. If South wins the diamond and 
returns a low club, you finesse the nine 
— thus forcing North to yield the game- 
going trick. If South’s return is the jack 
or ten of clubs, you play the queen to 
achieve the same result. 
If South wins the ten of diamonds and 
returns a low diamond, you discard a 
club, while, if he returns a spade, you 
get a ruff and discard. 
All roads lead to Rome.
